The life of a soldier was beneficial 
te young MoKinley's health. Dur- 
iuv the fourteen months he served 
H» a private he developed from x 
slip of a boy to a robust young man 
He participated in all the early en 
gagements in West Virginia, the 
first of these being at Carnifex 
Ferry. In the winter's camp at 
I'ayetteville he earned and received 
hie first promotion — commissary 
sergeant. It was while he was act 
ing in the capacity that the "cofTse 
incident," of which an attempt was 
made to create ridicule in his first 
campaign for the presidency, oc 



of ridicule, it was an incident which 
reflected the highest credit upon the 
young offloor. 

At tha battle of Antletam, while 
his regiment was in the thick of the 
fray, Sergeant McKlnley was in 
charge of the commissary depart 
ment of his brigade, and necessarily 
his post of duty was wit.li the sup 
plioM, about two miles from where 
his famished comrades were battling 
with the enemy. Enlisting strag 
glers to help him. Sergeant Mc 
Kinley filled two wagons with caiid 
containing hot cofiee and other sup 
plies and hurried them to the front 
The mules of one wagon l)eeame 
disabled under the terrific fire, but 
the plucky young officer, undaunt- 
ed, continued his efforts and finslly 
reaehed his regiment with the sup- 
plies, being received with tremen- 
dous cheers. 

Qeneral Hayes was badly wound 
ed at South Mountain, and when 
he went home he told the story to 
Governor T<xld. The governor was 
so impressed with it that he at once 
requested a lieutanant's comission 
be made out for McKinley. Thi 
was done, the oommission dating 
September 24tli, 189'.i. General 
Hayes in describing this incident in 
• speech at the Lakeside, Chautau 
qua, in 1891, said : 

'• From Sergeant McKlnley's hand 
every man in the regiment wAn serv 
ed with hot coffee and warm meats, 
% thing which had never occurred 
under similar circumstances in any 
other army in the world. He pass 
•d under fire and delivered with 
his own hands those things no es 
sential to the men for whom he was 
laboring." 

While he was a second lieutenant 
McKinley's regiment participated 
in a number of minor engagements, 
in all of which he showed great gal- 
lantry. On Feb. 7, IStCJ, he re- 
ceived his oommission as first lieti- 
tenaiit. It was under his leader 
ship that his company was the first 
to scramble over the fortifications 
at Camp Piatt and silence the ene 
my'a guns. It won at the battle of 
Kernstown, near Winchester, that 
he gained his greatest military dis-| 
tinction.

Mr. Merriani's left coat sleeve 
swings empty, the result of a Con 
federate bullet at the liattle of 
Somerville, Va., Aug. 16, 1861. 
He enlisted in Company E. Seventh 
Ohio Infantry, when he was only 
19 years old and was wounded early 
in the fight. A Confederate shell 
shattered one bone in bis left fore 
arm, but the wound was not neces 
sarily serious if it had been attend- 
ed to at once. With one arm dis- 
abled he was taken prisoner by th 
Confed^Tates and, with other cap- 
tured Union soldiers, was conveyed 
across the Canley river. In spite 
of his wounded arm both hands 
were tied l>ehind him For ten 
days he was a prisoner without sur 
gieal attention. One day a Con 
federate surgeon noticed his con- 
dition and told him the arm would 
have to t)e amputated. Merriam 
demurred, but two young doctors 
took him in charge and removed 
arm at the elbow.

Kinley's horse was shot under him. 
At Opequan and Fisher's Hill he 
again distinguished himself. Soon

Kinley's first ballot was cast for 
Lincoln, whose career his own was 
to parallel so closely, even to assas 
sination. 

McKinley was with Sheridan at 
the battle of Winchester. For 
time he was on the staff of General 
Hancock. Later he wasassigneil as 
acting assistant adjutant general on 
the staff of General Samuel S. (-ar 
rol, commanding the veteran reserve 
corps at Washington, where he re 
mained through that exciting period 
which included the surrender of 
Lee to Grant at Appomattox and 
the assassination of Presi<lent Lin- 
coln. It was Just a month before 
Mr. Lincoln fell a victim o an as- 
sassin's bullet that McKinley re 
ceived from him a document which 
he has always considered one of 
his most precious possessions. It 
s a coinmission as a major by 
brevet in the volunteer aimy oi" the 
United States "for gallant and 
meritorious services at the battles 
of Opequan, Cedar Creek and 
Fisher's Hill," signed A. Lincoln. 

Major McKinley participated in 
the final act of the great war drama, 
the grand review in Washington. 
At the close of the war, although 
military career was open to him, 
he decided to leave the array. On 
his return to Poland a complimen 
tary dlnnor was tendered to him by 
the citizens, who took a pride in his 
military achievementM. He at ou(!o 
l>egan the study of the law, enter 
ing the offioe of Judge Charles K 
Glidden at Youngstown, O. After 
one year's study under the preoep 
torship of Judge Glidden he went 
to law school in Albany, N. Y.,and 
in March, 1807, was admitted to 
the bar at Wurren, O. 

Among the many anecdotea re- 
lated of President McKinley the 
following are some of the moat in 
tercsting: 

Some years ago William Frencl 
Merriam, a sergeant in the Kederal 
rmy, had his life saved by William 
McKinle,v, then a private soldier in 
an Ohio regiment, says tho Worces 
Iter (Maes.) Telegram. Mr. Mer^ 



was hovering on the other side o 
the Gauley river, looking for a 
chance to rescue the wounded 
Union prisoners, whom the Con 
fedeiates were gnanling jealously, 
making preparations t« send them 
to a southern prison. 

" It was Sept. 11, 1861, before 
Major Hayes got ready to attempt 
th>B rescue, and when he did the job 
it was in a thorough style. Major 
Hayes afterward became President 
of the United States, and he had 
man servini^ in the ranks as a 
private soldier who became a Presi- 
dent himself. I mean William Mc- 
Kinley. He was then private Bill 
McKinley of the Twenty-third Ohio. 
I have forgotten the compauy, but 
I shall never forget him. 

The boys of the Twenty -third 
waited for a dark, misty night, and 
(I oAine for us. The Gauley riv- 
er in Virginia is a swiftly flowing 
stream, treacherous and dangerous 
for boats at times. In the face of 
the difliculties ahead of them. Ma- 
jor Hayes and his men went quietly 
to work, and before midnight of the 
11th they had a raft Ituilt of logs 
and grapevines, and in some way 
they made a bridge out of the struc 
ture. It was pretty squally footing 
on that floating beidge, but the 
men of the Twenty- third came 
across like lu«roes and drove in the 
Confederate pickets 

" Private McKinley came across 
with the first rushers, and he was 
one of the first to get a line on 
where we wounded fellows lay. A 
sergeant or a coporal j'elled out 
some sort of an order to McKinley 
and I heard an answer yelled back 
In a few minutes a soldier, who I 
believe was McKinley, leaned over 
ine and said cheerfully: 'Get up, 
Johnny. We want you.' I replied 
that I wasn't a Johnny, and, al- 
though I was feeling somewhat 
weak, I got on mj' feet, and a chap 
let me lean on his shoulder. That

Mrs. McKinley first met Mr. Mc 
Kinley in 1870, when he was at 
Canton on a visit to his sister. The H

"Just after President Mdvinley's 
first inauguration he had his 
relatives, who were visiting in the 
city, at a family dinner at the 
White House, says a correspondent 
of the Ladies Home Journal. It 
was a large company and a very 
good dinner Dear o'ld Mother 
McKinley was there, but she was 
not very talkative. She was too 
happy for words. But she k«ii)t a 
sharp eye on the dinner, and no 
detail of it escaped her. She was 
impressed by the quantity of cream 
H«<rved with the fruit and coffee, for 
he looked up at her son in her 
way and said : 
' William, you must keep a 
cow now.'

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Mr. H. A Houseal, an engraver, 
hQ,s accomplished a task in the en 
graver's art which eclipses the en 
graving of the Lord's Prayer upon a 
silver dollar, which wassnpposetl for 

long time lO bo the triumpli of line 
work in engraving, lie has nuinag- 
ed to engrave th(> alphabet complete 
on the head of a common pin. Mr 
Hou.-^eal, who rarely uses a glass in 
hie work, can read the letters with 
the naked eye, and although ther 
lie few persons whose eyesighi is .>*o 
strong, a common magnifying I'la.ss 
starves to make them easily dislin 
guishable. The letters range from 
left to right, and are all oapitils. 

In the first circle around the odgo 
of the head of the pin are the let- 
ters A to M, inclusive. Within thi.s 
is a second circle beginning at N 
and endinir at Z, and directly in the 
center is the <fc mark. 'I'he diamet- 
er of the nin head is barely a six- 
teenth of an inch, and it caii ite un- 
derstood how small the lettei-s innsi 
be. Tlioy are about one fourth tho 
size of the Lord's Prayer engraved 
on a dollar. The work octipi<'d 
about an hour and a half and was 
lone during an afternoon, Mr Hon 
seal occasionally leaving it to attend 
to cnstomors in tho store. It was 
lone with an ordinarv engiavi 
tool. 

"I had hoard of soiiio man who 
had done this," said Mr. Houseal, 
in explaining his design yo'stoiday, 

but I did not believe it could bv 
done, and d(>terniined to try myself. 
1 first rubbed tho head of tlie pin on 
an oil stone to obtain a flat surface. 
Then I heated the cement on t1ie 
disk which we use for holding snob 
small ai tides. When the cement 
(!ooled I screwed the ilisk tightly to 
the stand. Tho most difficult part 
)f the matter to me was in 
k^'ping track of the pin. I used 
four- inch lens on the job, but I am 
not accustomed to using a glass of 
any sort, and froquently I'd lose thi 
pin and go digging around like a 
man in the dark. But I managed to 
keep pretty well on its track.

Some thirte(!n years ago a meet 
ing was held by a numli(>r of I In 
deaf of this city, and out of it grew 
m association known »is the Los 
Angeles Asso(!iatiou of (ho Deaf 
Its avowed purpose was the pro 
motion of tlu^ social and religions 
Aclfaie of its members and all who 
•ari'd to avail (liemselves of its 
benefifs. From a small be{iiniiiiig, 
the association has grown it 
itrcngtb and numbers, until now 
practically all the deaf of Loft An 
'jreles are either members or asso- 
"inted in its work. Early in its lifi 
Bev. Dr Binlsall, the fliftt rector, 
ind the wardens of St. Paul't 
Church tend'-reil the associntion thi 
use of one of (be guild rooms for its 
meetiiiL's, for religious services, and 
for social gatherings. Since then 
religious services have been hel 
nacli Sunday afternoon, conducted 
'ly a liceiiHcd lay reader, Thomas 
Widd, himsidf a deaf-mute. Th 
•iffrvices, of course, are earried on 
•iitireiy in the sign language. P]acl 
year has seen an imu'eased at 
tendance and more and tnoie inle 
rest taken in the services. 

One f)f the most prominent woik- 
"fs in the association is Thomas 
Widd, licensed as a lay reader b\ 
Bishop Jolinsori in IHDO. Mr. VVidil 
has had a notable career, most of 
hfs life having been spent in unlir 
ing enfleavors for the betterment ol 
I be deaf, soidally, morally am 
mentally. Leaving England in 
1807, he went to Monti-eal, ('tinaila, 
n'here for some years be was coii- 
tiee(ed with one of ttie I'Veniiig 
papers. During the year 18(i!l hi 
started a small school for the edu 
cation of the Protestant deaf, and 
lis work in this direction attracted 
the attention of many men of 
wenlth, who soon carne 
;reat interest in the matter — si 
groat that in 1870 .foseph Mackay, 
a wealthy .Montreal merchant, erect 
«J, hI litH own exp'iise, the present 
magnificent biiildirm of the MaeUay 
fiistitulion for llie'I>.-af. 

Of this s<'hool Mr, Widd was tin 
the first [irincipal, and this position 
he continued to t\\\ for fifteen years, 
inly leavinx in 188:5, on account of 
lis health, which necessitated ii 
change t<i a less rigorous climate 
Cotning to California that year 
and locatinL' in Los Angelos, he has 
Hiriee devoted nearly his entire time, 
ably assisti'd by bis good wife,, to 
the deaf. No more sincere laborc 
ip a crood cause can be tuimed. 

As to the trades and occupations 
followed by the deaf in Log An 
L'eles and in California, they are as 
varied and as numerous as in any 
part of the world among the same 
ass. They are laborers and arti 
sans, farmers and business Jmen — 
in fact, few are the occupation" 
(he tanks of which are closed to the 
intellii.'(>nt deaf. Many have attain 
ed responsible niches of fame in (lie 
higher professions, and their wiu-k 
lias always compar-ed favoiably with 
hat of heaririL' nn»l s|ieakiiiif jieople. 
Vfost of the deaf of (Uililornia, 
naturally, congrevale in the biru'et 
cities and towns, as San Fiaticisco. 
Oakland and Ijos Antrelcs, for tli« 
larger the city tlie better the social 
and relittious advantiiges and (he 
iM'ttcr the clianc's for remunerative 
employment tit their trades and 
professions. Ttierw art* arlists ami 
sculptors of note. Among (hem, 
including the well-known Douglas 
TiMcn, of San Francisco, and two 
(iromisiuL' yoiitig artists of this <;ity. 
(ilranvilie Itedmond and Mrs. Bu- 
chaii, whose productions have real 
merit an<] only wait to be seen to 
bo appreciated by arl erlileu .md 
the puldie generally. 

Some of them nii\c. oecmiie 
successful as employers of others in 
tiusiiiess. Perhaps the most jiio- 
miiieiit of these is Leo Willitiins, of 
San Franeisco, well known as a 
contractor, Mr. Williams last yea r 
completed a 4100,(^00 job it) Hono 
lulu, and was siicf^essful bidfler foi 
|iic contract for the sewering ol 
Sania Ana. 

Norman Lewis is the firoprielor of 
a job printing office in t>os Angeles, 
turning out a great deal of work 
ach year, John Mills and Mr. 
Leinenger arc first-class cabinet 
mftkcrs, whose work is always in 
demand, A deaf-mute by the 
name of Til ley is employed as a 
fiostal clerk on (he important route 
between Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. Many of the deaf in Los 
'\n!'elesare now, or have been, con- 
nected with schools for the ileaf in 
th« east, as teachers. 



As with bearing people, however, 
the great majority of the deaf work 
for wages, and it may be said in the 
FOit connection that no case is known 
where they do not command the 
same pay as those who can hear 
and 8|)cak. Some employers have 
objected to them on account of 
tliHir lack of hearing, but after a 
brief 1 rial this bar to their obtain- 
ing permanent work generally dis- 
ajipears. Indeed, some employers 
of labor will give preference lo a 
deaf man when the nature of the 
work is su(!h as to require 
the undivided attention of the 
workei. In such cases the noise 
and talk does not distract one's 
mind from the subject in band. 

Besides (hose trades and profes- 
sions named abov(>, the tinker, the 
tailor, the cobbler, the carpenter, 
the painter,' the grave-digger, the 
pioss-feiuler, the obiclrician and 
I he cigar-maker, are to be found 
among the deaf here. In the slate 
at large, are more than a few deaf- 
mutes who have been hoiioreil with 
the gift of j)ublic oflic", and C!ali- 
fornia has its deaf [xiels and authors 
as well Newspaper woik has also 
its following among the deaf. 

Not HO very long ago the oral 
method of educating the deaf was 
introduced into the public schools 
of Los Angeles, the Spring Street 
with two teachers, being selected 
as (he "lir.-il place for the inaugura- 
tion of the system. A fjreat deal 
of good has been a(!c.omi)lished in 
the comparatively shoi-t time the 
method has been in use here, the 
teachers, Mis.ses Bennett and .Tay- 
lor, taking a great interest ip their 
work. Much more, however, is ex- 
pected of this system, than can ever 
be realized. At best it has but few 
advantages over the combin d 
metho'lsof sign-language and ar- 
ticulation now in general use in 
nearly all State schools for the 
deaf. In ibis connection may be 
mentioned another of the objeds of 
(he Tios Angeles Associatiim of the 
Deaf— namely, the securing of the 
establisbmen<j of a State "institution 
for llie education of tbe deaf in 
Southern California, preferably 
near Los Angeles. The advan- 
tages of such an institution would 
be manifold, but it is a work that 
should only be fitly undortakon by 
the State. In the nortberu part of 
the Stale, at Berkeley, is one of the 
best State schools for (he deaf in 
the United States, but its distance 
from the southern jiart of tbe Slate 
in many casi's precludes parents 
from sendinir their children to en- 

ov its advantages. 

The formation of oral classes in 
(he city schools for (he instruction 
of the deaf in articulation has 
brnuglrt to light how much a State 
school is needed in this part uf 
to m^rrr-n Ci4Ufui'ni«. £uougb .deaf children 

f school ;ige were round I'l tbia 
city, with very little effort, to keep 
two teachers constantly employed. 
Taking several counties of the 
southern part of tbe St,ate, which 
have not as yet been canvassed,- 
it would be found (here are enough 

hlldren to fully warrant tbe erec- 
tion of such a State institution as 
is sought to be secured by the local 
association. 

Another aim of the as.sociation is 
(,o secure a building of its own for 
church services, lectures and enter- 
tainments. An effort was made 
last winter to raise funds for this 
object by the deaf-mutes, but it 
failed to realize enough to make a 
start. Mr Widd has for years bad 
ill mind a home and sanitarium for 
the aged and infirm deaf, and still 
hopes to see one erected before 

oner These institulionB are be- 
•oming a necessity in the older 
States and in Europe. Time will 
see ibem established here when the 
population on the Pacific coast be- 

omes as dense as it is in the eastern 

nd middle parts of the United 
Slates. 

In regard to the mission work in 
Lns Angeles, conducted by Mr. 
Tl'onias Widd, it may be stated 
that it is tbe same kind as conducl- 
<t<\ by the Rev. Dr. Gallnudet, (he 

otinder fif (b«> wotk in New York 
State, in the diocese of the Protest- 
int F>piscopal Church. At the re- 
cent conference held in Buffalo, 
siieakitig of the same. Rev, Dr, 
(bilbiiidct said he was almost the 
same as a deaf-mu((». He bad lived 
ill his life iimorig them. His mo- 

her was a deaf-innt(^ bis wife is a 
dcaf-mulc. In referring to the 
home, he said it had been establish- 
ed and carried on without aid from 
the Slate, The Slate supjiorted 

ducal ional institutions, and it be- 
hooved tlie educated deaf (o care 
for their poor to the extent Of (liejr 
means. All classes of dependent 
leaf could not be admilted. The 
home was not a prison to take care 
of (he vicious, nor a reformatory to 
I est rain tbe dissolute. He told of 
tbe iiiiinbei that were being cared 

(ir, Th(«v were tbe aged and crip- 
Iilcd, and three wore blind deaf- 
mH(eH. When (ho new home is 






built (o replace the old ono, which 
waft desiroyed by fire last year, 
there would be belter accommoda- 
tions fot the helpless.

His mission was open to all who 
wished to worship God, No one 
was eucourageil to neglect their 
vwti creed.
